ital, with the questions affecting both 
corporations and trades unions, there 
Is one matter more Important to re- 
member than aught else, and that, Is 
the Infinite barm done by preachers of 
mere discontent. 
These are the men 


, who seek to excite a violent class ha- 


j tred against ail men of wealth. They J 
seek to turn wise and proper move- 
ments for the better control of corpora- 


, tions and for doing away with tbe 
i abUses connected with wealth into a 
'campaign of hysterical excitement and 
falsehood In which the aim is to Iri- 


, flame to madness the brutal passions 
'of mankind. The sinister demagogues 
and foolish visionaries who are always 
eager to 'undertake such a campaign 
of destruction sometimes seek to as- 
sociate themselves with those working 
Jor a (jenulne reform in governmental 
and social met. tods and sometimes mas- 
querade aa si b reformers. In reality 
tney are ras worst enemies of tUe 
cause they profess to advocate, just as 
the purveyors of sensational slander in 
newspaper or inagazine are the worst 
enemies of all men who are engaged in 
an honest effort to better what Is bad 
in our social and governmental condi- 
tions.

wealth, so that they permit a new 
growth of the very abuses which were 
In part'responsible for. the original out- 
break.

by employers there are- unavoidable ac- 
cidents and even deaths Involved In 
nearly evejry Hue of business connect- 
ed with the mechanic arts. It is a 
great social injustice to compel the em- 
ployee, or, rather, the family :of the 
killed or disabled victim, to bear the 
entire burden of such an inevitable 
sacrifice. In other words, society shirks 
its duty by laying the whole cost on 
the victim, wberens tbo Injury comes 
from what'may. be called ...the .legiti- 
mate risks of the trade. Compensation 
for accidents or deaths dtte In any line 
of industry to tbe actual conditions un- 
der :,which that industry is carried on 
should be paid by that portion of the 
community for tluV-'beneut of which 
the industry is .carried on—tliat is, by 
those who profit by the Industry. If 
the entire tradp risk is placed upon the 
employer, he will promptly and prop- 
erly add It to the legitimate cost of pro- 
duction and assess i t proportionately 
upon the consumers of his commodity. 
It is therefore, clear to my nllnd that 
the laWvshould place this entire "risk 
of a trade" upon the employer.,

Treaty". Rlgfita of Foreigner*. 


Washington, Dec.. .4. — Representa- 


tive Sherley of Kentucky introduced 
a bill;In,;th§ .hoM^,ii<ri»;9h,..it'.eh'act^d. 
Into law, will give the ''dtederal courts 
Jurisdiction over.cases where treaty 
rights of foreigners are affected. The 
bill is a modification of section 5508, 
United States revised statutes, which 
relates to conspiracy against 
"any 


citizen." By the substitution of "any 
person," the protection of this statute 
is extended to foreigners. The pen- 
alty for violation of the statute Is 
fixed at a fine not to exceed $5,000 and 
Imprisonment for not more than 10 
years.

fraternities as regards the Japanese 
question, it has been learned that the 
Phi Delta Theta fraternity will short- 
ly declare a ban against the represeii- 
tatlves of Japan in American univer- 
sities and will at the same time oust 
all wlio are now fraternity members 
from the rolls.

corporations—a control that will, among 
other things, prevent the evils of ex- 
cessive overcapitalization and that will 
compel the disclosure by each big cor- 
poration of its stockholders and of Its 
properties and business, whether own- 
ed directly or through subsidiary or 
affiliated corporations. This will tend 
to put a stop to the securing of Inor- 
dinate profits by favored individuals at 
the expense whether of the general 
public, the stockholders or the wage- 
workers. Our eftort should be not so 
much to prevent consolidation as such, 
but so to supervise and control it as 
to see that it results In no harm, to the 
people. 


Combination of capital, like combina- 


tion of labor, is a necessary element of 
our present Industrial system. It is 
not possible completely to prevent it. 
and if It were possible such complete 
jreventiou would do damage to the 
aody politic. 
What we need is not 


vainly to try to prevent all combina- 
tion, but to secure such rigorous and 
adequate central and supervision of 
:he combinations as to prevent their 
njurixig the public or existing In such 
'otci as iu<-, :tal-ly to threaten injury, 
for the mere fact that a combination 
las secured practically complete con- 
trol of a necessary of life would under 
any circumstances show that such 
combination was to be presumed to be 
adverse to the public interest It is 
unfortunate that our present laws 
should forbid all combinations instead 
of 
sharply djscnruinatins 
between 


tnose combinations which do good and 
those combinations which do eril. Ke- 
batea, for Instance, are as often Cue to 
the pressure of big shippers (as was 
shown in the investigation of tbe I 
Standard Oil company and as has been 
shown since by the investigation of 
tha tobacco and sugar trusts) as to the 
initiative of big railroads. Often rail 
roads would like to combine for the 
purpose of preventing a big shipper 
from maintaining improper advantages 
at the expense of small shippers and 
of the general public. Such a combina- 
tion, Instead of being forbidden by law, 
should be favored. In other words, It 
should be permitted to railroads to 
make agreements, provided these agree- 
ments were sanctioned by tbe Inter- 
state commerce commission and were 


terstate commerce clause of the consti- 
tution, and this is one reason why I 
so earnestly hope that both the legis- 
lative and judicial branches of the gov. 
eminent will construe this clause of 
the constitution in the broadest possi- 
ble manner.

The herd, whicb. according 
to the surve y made In 1874 by direc- 
tion of the congress, numbered 4,700,- 
000, and which, according to the sur- 
vey of botb American and Canadian 
commissioners in 1891, amounted to 
1,000,000, has now been reduced to 
about 130,000. This result has been 
brought about by Canadian and some 
other sealing vessels killing the female 
seals while In the water during their 
annual pilgrimage to and from the 
south or in search of food. 


The process of destruction has been, 


accelerated dxirlug recent years by the 
appearance of a number of Japanese 
vessels engaged in pelagic sealing. 


Suitable representation* regarding 


the incident ha*.e been made to the 
government of Japan, and we are as- 
sured that nil practicable meastf-es will 
be taken by that country to prevent 
any recurrence of tlie outrage. 


ATe ha\e not relaxed our efforts to
